ABOUT SUNFLOWEES. 


POINTERS FROM 
RUSSIA CONCERN- 


ING A POSSIBLE INDUSTRY. 


Sunflower Seeds Are Raised In Russia for 


Oil—The Stalks Are Used for Pnel, and 
the Boots Hake an Excellent Fertiliser. 
Could Bo Ualxed Here. 


The ground devoted to the cultivation of 


tho sunflower in Russia has reached 703,- 
494 acres. What do the Russians make of 
this sunflower crop? Oil for one thing 
Their mills produce 30,000,000 pounds of 
sunflower oil in a year, and the product 
bells for $1,000,000 
Two kinds of sun- 


flowers are cultivated in Russia. One with 
small seeds is used for the production of 
oil, and the other with larger seeds is con- 
sumed by the common people in enormous 
quantities as dainties, very much as tho 
people omfc p«tt.nnt>a >n tl»o XTulLtMl gtfcntoa 


The sunflower seed is used principally 


for obtaining sunflower oil, which, owing 
to its nutritious qualities, purity and agree- 
able flavor, bos superseded all vegetable 
oils in many places of this country. 


In general tho cultivation of the sun- 


flower In Russia is considered to be very 
profitable. At the average yield of 1,330 
pounds per acre and at the average price 
of \% cents per pound, the farmer receives 
an income of about twenty dollars per 
acre. This income can be increased in 
those districts where the grower himself is 
engaged in producing the oil from the 
seed. However, oil mills are very rare in 
the villages, the farmers selling their seed 
to the oil producers. 


In the seed growing district of Saratov 


there are only thirty-four village oil mills, 
producing oil worth $40,000 annually, where- 
as in the town of Saratov $450,000 worth of 
oil is manufactured annually. The sub- 
stance remaining from the oil manufac- 
ture, or the sunflower cakes, being used as 
cattle food, is also a valuable product. 
These cakes, however, have a compara- 
tively small demand in Russia, and are 
largely exported to foreign countries, prin- 
cipally to Germany and England.

A HINT FOU THIS COtFNTRr. 


These facts hava prompted Consul Gen- 


eral Crawford, at St. Petersburg, to send 
to the state department a mass of interest- 
ing information, for he believes "the sun- 
flower is capable of introducing a new 
element into the agriculture of the United 
States, and one that promises to become an 
important industry." 


The stalk very often being three inches 


in diameter and about eight feet long, 
sometimes bearing many heads, some of 
which are more than a foot in diameter 
containing about 2,000 seeds, it is evident 
that in order to grow this plant profitably 
it is absolutely necessary to have a very 
fertile soil, which at tho same time must 
be very compact and sufficiently deep to 
sustain the stalk with its roots. The best 
soil for this purpose is mold or black land 
mixed with sand. On meager soil the 
sect's grow flat and small, whereas on stout 
ami round, hcavv and rich seeds are ob- 
tained. Soil where potatoes and peas have 
been profitably cultivated without arti- 
ficial manure may be adapted for the 
growing of the sunflower. It also thrives 
well on newly worked fields if the soil is 
not composed of too much clay and sand. 
On clay and sandy soil the sunflower does 
not thrive, as it cannot retain the moisture 
absolutely necessary, nor are the roots able 
to sustain the weight of the fruit. 


It has been estimated that the stalks and 


leaves of a single crop are sufficient to 


only now and then may one be seen in the 
shallows, with but the top of his ugly head 
abova the surface of the water.

The New Torpedo. 


The Sims-Edison torpedo consists essen- 


tially of two parts. The upper is merely n 
float from which is suspended, at the 
depth of about six feet or less, the torpedo 
itself; this contains the explosive, the con- 
trolling cable, which pays out as the tor- 
pedo proceeds, a forty horse power electric 
motor working a thirty inch screw, and a 
polarized relay for working the steering 
apparatus. The float and the torpedo are 
both composed of sheet copper, tho float 
being filled with cotton to render it practi- 
cally unsinkable; one of these boats has 
been under heavy fire without its buoy- 
ancy or efficiency being seriously affected. 
On the deck are two folding down stand- 
ards for steering purposes, which are so 
arranged that, should the boat dive under 
a log or wreckage, they fold down into re- 
cesses on the deck, and on being liberated 
regain their vertical position. 


The lines of the float are well designed 


for high speed, having a fine bow and cut- 
water and the stern well cut away aft 
The (orpedo is suspended from the float by 
means of strong steel stays. The foi ward 
stay is well cut away to enable the boat to 
dive under spars or wreckage that it may 
encounter.

and the crops were always better after the 


Therefore, he maintains the 
in the village of Alexeievka 


that the sun flower not only does not exh aust 
the land, but that it actually enriches it. 
The same view is entertained by other ex- 
perienced farmers in the government of 
Saratov and Voronezh. One, Mr. Perel- 
eshin, says that wheat especially grows 
very much better after a sunflower crop. 
For instance, on the large steppes in the 
government of Voronezh the sunflower is 
sown alternately with wheat and flax, the 
crops of which are always very abundant; 
whereas, if wheat and flax are rotated, or, 
If either is sown in succession on the same 
ground, but without being preceded by the 
sunflower, the crop will soon be satisfac- 
tory. 


WHEN AND HOW TO 80W. 


The sunflower should be sown very early 


in the spring, even before the oats, or as 
soon as the snow has melted. It has been 
shown that the sooner the sowing is done 
the better is the seed obtained. In many 
districts the sowing is made in the au- 
tumn, but this must be done so late that 
the seeds will not sprout. The ground 
must be plowed rather deep, but care must 
be taken that the seeds are not buried 
more than about two inches deep, that the 
seeds may sprout as soon as possible, the 
soil in the spring being warmed only on 
the surface. Many farmers moisten the 
seeds before sowing 


The sunflower is sown either broadcast 


or in rows; in the latter case the seeds 
should be placed about six inches apart. 
The sowing of the seed broadcast, being the 
more quickly performed, is generally 
favored on large farms, especially where 
the farmers have not sufficient help. Of 
the two methods—sowing in the fall and in 
the spnng—the latter seems to produce the 
most satisfactory results. Seed sown early, 
even on poorly prepared ground, does much 
better than when sown late under the best 
conditions of soil. Although the sowing in 
rows requires more time and more work at 
first, and consequently is more expensive, 
it has great advantage over the broadcast 
method.—Washington Cor. St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

A Will to Cement Weeded. 


A much felt desideratum at present U a 
strong white cement, with which to mak« 
artificial stone that shall be ot more pleas- 
ing color than those mode with dark gray 
Portland cement, or the still darker brown 
Kosendale cement. Th« native carbonate 
of magnesia or mognesite, If originally of 
a lifrht color, can be calcined at a low heat 
into a white cement, which i* stronger than 
the best Portland, but the expense Js con- 
siderable. Quite recently successful at- 
tempts have been mod* la Germany to 
make on artificial whit* cement, of the 
same character as the Portland, by grind- 
ing together three parts of chalk and one 
of kaolin, burning at a red heat and grind- 
ing again. 


The cement madebythi* process hith- 


erto has shown a tensile strength only 
about one-half as great as that of good 
Portland cement, but it has the hydraulic 
quality and other characteristics of the 
latter, and what is now wanted is that the 
manufacture be so improved as to increase 
the tensile strength to the point reqnired 
for making artificial stone. It is thought 
that if a white cement can be found for • 
matrix It will be eturjr to obtain aggregate* 
of light color by utilizing white sand, mar- 
ble dust, white talc and so on, «arUbl« for 
making a concrete adapted to take the 
place of marble.— America* Architect,

The ideas the stay at home eastern man 


obtains of the extreme borderland of Texas 
ore gathered from various sources. From 
others who, as will all travelers, make as 
much of what they have seen as is possible, 
this much being generally to show the 
differences which exist between the places 
they have visited and their own home. Of 
the similarities they say nothing. Or he 
has read of the bandits and outlaws of the 
Garza revolution, and he has seen the Wild 
West show of the Hon. William F. Cody. 
The latter, no doubt, surprised and de- 
lighted him very much. A mild west 
show, which would be equally accurate, 
would surprise him even more; at least, if 
it was organised in the wildest part of 
Texas between San Antonio and Corpus 
Chnsti. 


When he leaves this first city and touches 


at the border of Mexico, at Laredo, and 
starts forth again across the prairie of cac- 
tus and chaparral toward' 'Corpus," he feels 
assured that at last he is done with parlor 
cars and civilization; that he is about to 
see the picturesque and lawless side of the 
Texan existence, and that he has taken his 
life in his hands. He will be the more 
readily convinced of this when the young 
man with the broad shoulders and sun- 
browned face and wide sombrero in the 
seat in front raises the car window 
and begins shooting splinters out of 
the passing telegiaph poles with the 
melancholy and listless air of one who 
is performing a casual divertissement 
But he will be better informed when the 
Chicago drummer has risen hurriedly, 
with a pale face, and has reported what is 
going on to the conductor, and hears that 
dignitary say complacently: "Shol that's 
only 'Will' Scheeley practisinl He's a 
dep'ty sheriff," 


Ho will learn in time that the only men 


on the borders of Texas who are allowed to 
wear revolvers are bheriffs, state agents in 
charge of prisoners and the Texas Rangers, 
and that whenever he sees a man so armed 
he may as surely depend that he is one of 
these us he may know that in New York 
those in gray uniforms, with leather bags 
over their shoulders, are letter carriers. 
The revolver is the Texan officer's badge 
of office; it corresponds to the New York 
policeman's shield; and he toys with it just 
as the Broadway policeman juggles his 
club. It is quite as harmless as a toy and 
almost as terrible as a weapon. 


This will grieve the "tenderfoot" who 


goes through the west "heeled" and ready 
to show that, though he is from the effete 
east, he is able to take care of himself.

— Nearly 
Every Vesiel Carrie* Barrels of tJll, 
"Throwing oil on the troubled waters" 


is now conceded by mariners to be a most 
practicable and efficacious method of less- 
ening the chances of shipwreck and ren- 
dering heavy and violent seas smooth and 
calm. The confidence in the use of oil dur- 
ing storms at sea has increased to such an 
extent among sea captains that nowadays 
hardly a vessel leaves port which has not 
aboard a large supply of whale oil— this 
kind being found to be the best and cheap- 
est. 


It is not very long ago that many hardy 


son* of Neptune ridiculed the idea of using 
oil at sea, and there were some among that 
large body of unbelievers who actually 
laughed long and heartily when the mat- 
ter was broached. The idea of a few quarts 
of oil quieting a turbulent sea was re- 
garded as a huge joke by them. Within 
recent years, however, these worthies have 
changed their tune entirely and have had 
good reason for doing so. Since the experi- 
ment has been successfully tried by many 
mariners hundreds of vessels have been 
saved by a timely use of oil. 


Their captains reported that tEe oil was 


found to quiet the violent seas in the im- 
mediate vicinitj of the vessel and to keep 
the big waves from breaking on deck and 
swamping the cabins. There are many 
cases on record wheie the result of using 
oil was so gratifying and satisfactory that 
the captains of the vessels in question 
deemed-the matter of importance euqugh 
to warrant a special reference in tlieir luy 
books. 


Some of these reports are interesting 


and have never been published. The fol- 
lowing reports, obtained recently from 
masters of American vessels who have used 
oil in heavy weather at sea, are typical of 
many others received from shippers of 
every nationality. 


"After the whale oil gave out we col- 


lected a lot of paint oil, kerosene and viir- 
nisb. mixed with paint oil, and allowed this 
to drop over the side. I am perfectly satis- 
fied," said the captain, "that the oil saved 
the ship, and I desire this statement to be 
given publicity and prominence. I make 
it a practice now to carry a supply of 
whale oil, This kind 1 regard as the best, 
and to keep it thin in cold weather I add a 
small quantity of turpentine. " 


The American schooner Charles L. 


Mitchell, Captain Prost, during a gale oil 
Hatteras, heavy seas breaking over the 
vessel fore and aft, hove to under close 
reefed fore and mainsails, rigged a block 
to the end of the flying jibboom and ran 
out a gunny sack filled with oakum satu- 
rated with fish oil, which dripped into the 
water. 
After this the heavy seas ap- 


proached within a few feet of the vessel_ 
and then ootubad und«r tuo oil film -vrit.il-" 
out breaking on board. Twice the vessel 
plunged her flying jibboom into very heavy 
seas, but shipped no water. 


American ship Granite State, Captain 


Barstow, voyage from Hlogo to New York: 
A sea came over the stern and knocked 
away the wheel and steering gear, break- 
ing the wheel stanchion aud the windows 
in after end of house and flooded the cabin. 


The ship came broadside to the wind and 


shipped heavy seas, which did considerable 
damage. In this plight the vessel threat- 
ened to go down. Poured quantities of oil 
over bows and down the closets and hung 
out gunny bjgs filled with oil. The effect 
was instantaneous. The waves rolled as 
high as before, but did not break on deek. 
The captain managed to get vessel offl be- 
fore the wind and then steered with tackles 
until the steering gear was repaired. 


Tho American schooner Governor Ames, 


Captain Davis, was also saved during a 
storm by use of oil. During the voyage 
from Puget sound to Sau Francisco, while 
in the Straits of Fuca, ths schooner was 
struck by a terrific gale. One of the port and 
two of the starboard bow ports were stove 
in and the cutwater and part of the bow- 
sprit carried away. When the vessel was 
threatened with destruction oil was thrown 
on the waves until the vessel was sur 
rounded by a thick film. Instantly the 
seas became smooth and the waves no 
longer broke on the deck. McCallum bay 
was made in safety. 


The American steamship Shawmut, Cap- 


tain Fuller, report reads; "1 have used 
fish oil in every heavy storm, encountered 
during the last eighteen months, and al- 
ways carry a barrel for that purpose. I 
have always found that the spreading oil 
prevents the heavy &eas from breaking on 
board, and during this entire period only 
one sea has boarded the ship. The usual 
method of using oil is to put oSkum into 
the forward closet bowls and fill them with 
oil. Once off Hatteras a man was lost 
overboard, but we had no difficulty in low- 
ering a lifeboat, although the sea was run- 
ning very high and breaking." 


The American schooner Rigal, Captain 


Dixon, reports: "In September, 1889, while 
fishing between Banquereau and St. Peter's 
bank, in twenty fathoms, a very heavy 
gale sprung up, with tremendous sea. 
Sent out boats to save the buoys and lines, 


sionally lost to sight in the heavy combers, 
and thinking that all would perish, got the 
vessel under way and went to windward of 
the trawls and boats. Stood up and down 
to windward, and poured about half a bar- 
rel of blubber oil overboard. The heavy 
slick thus produced drifted down to the 
men who were trying to save their lines 
and trawls, and the crew succeeded with- 
out much difficulty in saving everything, 
as well as in making a fine haul of fish. 
Without such use of oil the buoys, lines 
and trawls would havei been lost, and the 
chances for the crew and boats very slim." 


As a rulo sea captains do not like to con- 


fess that the use of oil in heavy weather 
was the means of bringing their vessels out 
of a "tight corner." It is a reflection on 
their ability as sea captain they think. 
There are still some hardened old sons of 
Neptune who would not deign to use oil in 
heavy weather. But the fact remains that 
oil has saved property and lives when sea- 
manship was powerless to do so.— New 
York Advertiser.

conies on the Corso, whence to throw flow- 
ers at other tourists, while they themselves 
are the targets of a mob of ruffianly boys 
armed with decayed vegetables. This is 
all that Is left of the Boman carnival.—

Thousands of Barrels of Cotton Oil. 
The production of cotton seed oil is ob- 


taining immense commercial proportions. 
The schooner Marjory Browne is here from 
New Orleans with 6,798 barrels of yellow 
Texan oil, the largest invoice ever shipped 
north in one cargo.—Philadelphia Ledger.
